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CSUS campus police converged on the Library Monday in an un- 
successful attempt to apprehend a purse-snatcher, possibly responsible 
for the recent rash of thefts of unattended belongings left in study 
carrels. The suspect was believed trapp:d on the third or fourth floors, 
but after several hours of fruitless search, campus police concluded the 
suspect had managed to slip away. “In this building,” one officer con- 
cluded, “you could stand there in a pink rabbit's suit and still not be 


noticed.” 


Hornet foundation 


$151,000 loss illegal

Hornet Foundation food ser- 
vice losses are illegal, according to 
California law 

CSUS Business Manager Stan 
Pretzer, referring to this year's 
$151,000 loss, said “There is no 
way that | can continue very long 
breaking laws and get anywhere 
except where | don't want to be: 
behind bars.” 

Section 24057 of the California 
Education Code states that 
“Operations of commercial ser- 
vices on a state college campus, 
such as food service . . . shail, 
when operated by an auxiliary 
organization, be self-supporting.” 

The three-year illegal food ser- 
vice losing streak is bringing pres- 
sure on the foundation and the 
university administration to 


achieve a break-even and legal 
operation. 

Pretzer said “We're facing some 
hideous ramifications in terms of

this review of things (recent Board 
of Trustees audit) and the attitude 
of the off campus people. . .” 

Sources within the foundation 
and the administration § say 
methods to end the illegal 
operation may range from almost 
certain minor changes, less service 
and higher prices, to the less likely 
alteration of contract with the 
foundation on providing food ser- 
vice. Also possible, but not likely. 
is the university inviting a fast food 
chain restaurant on campus. 

Pretzer said, however, that 
prices had been raised and service 
hours cut in the past and this had 
not proved adequate, so “more 
drastic” steps are in order. 

In the Dining Commons por- 
tion of the overall $151,000 loss, 
less actual cash was taken in than 
the books show to be correct. A 
special foundation inquiry into this 
“surprise” loss is continuing. 

The error is expected to turn up 
in the Hornet Foundation Ac- 
counting Office, which does most 
of the bookkeeping, the Housing 
Office, which receives both room 
and board payments from dorm 
residents, or the '):ning Comatons 
that handles a minimai amount of 
its own accounting. 

Food Service Director George 
Welch will, this week, forward to 
Hornet Foundation Director Karl 
Lorentzen recommendations on 
ways to improve the finances and 
attain budget hopes. 

’ Even though a two-year food 
service losing trend had preceded 
it, last years budget was approved 
at break even point. Pretzer said. 
“The president (James Bond) and I 
would approve budgets only at 
break even point.” 


Editor's note: Hornet editor 
Dave Miller and staff reporter 
Randy Davies have undertaken an 
intensive study of the parking 
situation at CSUS. This is the 
second in a week-long series of ar- 
ticles on parking. 

“Everybody thinks I'm going 
off half-cocked, but I'm just not 
about to ask students to walk from 
the stadium parking jot.” 

That’s the position William 
Tredennick, a traffic court judge, 
has taken on the parking situation 
at CSUS 

In an interview with the Hornet 
Monday, Tredennick denied 
charges from the CSUS ad- 
ministration that he has been dis- 
missing traffic tickets on a 


“wholesale” basis.

“Only after I read each letter, do 
I make a decision,” he said. Tredin- 
nick says he spent nine hours last 
Saturday alone reading letters 
from students and faculty com- 
plaining about the parking 
problem at CSUS. 

“This accusation that I dismiss 
tickets on a wholesale basis just 
isn’t true,” he said. 

The problem involves the lack 
of adequate parking space near 
classrooms, a problem that forces 
several hundred students to park 
10-15 minutes away in walking dis- 
tance from the center of campus to 
their classes. 

James |. Morris, a Sacramento 
County deputy district attorney, 
said “if tickets were validly issued 
for illegal parking and there was 
parking available, then the tickets 
shouldn't be dismissed.” 

If campus police ticket illegally 
parked cars, then Mozris says they 
shouldn't be dismissed or put on 
probation. “If we allov:ed that to 
continue, police on campus would 
be worth nothing,” he said. 

But Morris also said he would 
not be sympathetic to the ad- 
ministration’s attitude if “Im satis- 
fied that there is no available par- 


king and people are being 
ticketed.” 
CSUS administrators § con- 


tacted Morris’ office recently and 
requested that he review the 
situation in light of the massive 


number of complaints being 
received by Tredinnick. 


Greg Thatch, executive as- 


sistant to CSUS President James 
G. Bond, said he could “take 
anyone out there (stadium parking 
area) at any time of the day that 
wants to go out and we'll find 
literally 
spaces.”

He acknowledges that the par- 
king areas available may be in- 
convienent for students, but 
“they're available.” 

Tredinnick said if he had to, he 
would “force the administration by 
bringing every CSUS traffic officer 
in to appear at the trials. 

“Then they'll all be out here in 
court and can’t issue tickets,” he 
said, 

He, says that selling ap- 
proximately 10,000 parking 
stickers while there are actually 
only about 5,200 spaces available is 
“a lot of hogwash. 

“They've got to provide par- 
king, if they can’t handle it, stop is- 
suing tickets,” he said. 

Tredinnick believes that a $15 
parking decal is a contract which 
obligates the CSUS admiristration 
to provide a parking space for 
every student who buys a decal. 

If the administration fails, 
Tredinnick said “it's technically a 
breach of contract.

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“I could get this monkey off my 
back,” Tredinnick said. “I could 
fine every student $50 who comes 
into court, byt I don’t think that’s 
what my oath is all about.” 

What the administration is 
really upset about is the fact that 
“there’s hardly any revenue coming 
ia,” Tredinnick says. 

“It’s gotten down to a money is- 
sue. 

“They've got to learn to sell the 
number of spaces they have 
available,” Tredinnick said, refer- 
ring to the apparent loose control 
now over the total number of par- 
king decals sold. 


Even Morris feels if a feasible 
solution is not reached in the near 
future “we're going to suspend 
fines and proceedings on tickets.” 

Tredinnick says he plans to 
meet with the CSUS ad- 
ministration in the near future, 
possibly later this week, in an 
attempt to “convince them as 
reasonably as | can that a com- 
promise can be reached. 

“If that approach doesn't 
work,” he said, “we'll just have to 
bring in their officers.” 

Tredinnick saicl he won't be a 
“pawn of the administration. I'm 
going to be damned fair to the 
students and faculty.”

“| suggested that Pat write a 
letter with his aims, wishes and 
background and that | would be 
happy to present this to the 
faculty,” Lamb said. 

“Faculty might decide that a 
couple of times each year that we 
might want to set up a program 
where non-music majors could 
come in and do their thing.”

But Frank does not believe the 
chairman is justified in his denial.

Except for a small fee on the use 
of the skis and rafts, a deposit is all 
that is required to borrow 
equipment. The Co-op has two 
types of deposits. Cash deposits 
range anywhere from $35 for a 17- 
foot canoe to $.05 for a hula-hoop. 

If you don't always have cash on 
hand but own something which 
might be a good item for the Co- 
op, you may leave it as a standing 
deposit. Not just for the weekend 
though. It must stay long enough 
to benefit the Co-op. The safety of 
all standing deposits is guaranteed; 
if lost, it will be replaced, if broken, 
it will be repaired. 

The standing deposit is poten- 
tially the most dynamic aspect of 
the Co-op.

Have you snopped tor baby 
clothes lately? You may have 
noticed that today’s neo-natal 
fashions were not designed with 
mother in mind.

legs. Unsnap, change diaper, re- 
snap. 

Still, the majority of the outfits 
snap along only one leg. This 
means the changer has to remove a 
wiggling leg from the solid leg. 
change the diaper, and put that 
wiggling leg back into the sleeper 
Lots of luck. An alternative to the 
one leg snap is the one leg zipper 
a nite plastic zipper that snags, gets 
caught :n the nap of the material, 
and doesn’t work very well when 
it’s sopping wet. 

A baby can't spend its whole life 
in a sleeper. So the consumer is 
presented with cute little shirts, 
dresses and pants: cute little clothes 
with cute littl tiny buttons. 
Adults, under optimum con- 
ditions, have trouble buttoning lit- 
tle tiny buttons. 

Compound this with a squir- 
ming, kicking baby whose neck 
and back have to be supported, and 
it’s almost impossible to button 
those little tiny buttens on the back 
of baby’s garment. And what baby 
wants to lay on tiny, sharp buttons 
all day and night? 

Pants present a similar problem 
to the sleepers. Many of the pants 
are plastic lined. When baby wets, 
the pants usually stay dry. But few 
of the garments come with snapped 
legs or crotches. This means that 
the pants have to be completely 
removed and replaced. Snapped 
legs are not common until the 
toilet-training stages. 

One gets the impression that 
either baby clothes are designed by 
people who have never had to dress 
or change a baby, or by people who 
hated their mothers and are strik- 
ing back at motherhood in general. 
Whoever the designers are, they 
have a responsibility to the con- 
sumer to provide more utilitariar 
products.

In response to the multitude of 
literary and verbal assaults on the 
Hornet, thus, the discussion to res- 
train its news reporting and 
representation, I have been 
stipulated to construct this note of 
concern 

Firstly, the freedom of the press 
is not a luxury to the press; instead, 
it is more of a luxury to the people 


of the United States; this includes 


the people in a college community 
as well. The freedom of the press 
can perhaps be interpreted asa civil 
liberty of the people; it involves 
their constitutional right to know; 
it is their keystone to knowledge 
unfolding around them, and pos- 
sibly affecting them 

The first amendment affirms 
that “Congress shall make no law 

abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press.” This 
constitutional privilege gave juris- 
diction to the press to serve as the 
watchdog of the people's business 
without fear of any regulation. 

Indirectly, the freedom of the 
press became a civil liberty of the 
people. Therefore, to violate the 
press’s freedom, would seemingly 
not only violate the people's first 
Amendment rights, but also the 
people's rights attached to the 
equa! protection clause in the 14th 
Amendment. 

This is our college community. 
We placed our senators and 
president in office; our activity fees 
are now regulated by them 

Thus, at present, a discussion is 
going on in the senate whether or 
not our news medium should be 
restrained or regulated to some 
degree. 

The freedom of our press, the 
freedom of our news coverage is at 
stake, yet we remain silent. Many 
of us have not voiced our opinions 
or concerns to our student senators 
or our president. Now is an ap- 
pointed time because too soon may 
be too late. 

I am also critically aware that 
the Hornet has been charged with 
an excessive number of misquotes. 
Well, let me be one of the first to 


confess as a former Norwalk PR 
director and Special Poll Day 
Reporter for WCBS-TV in New 
York, the most common cry in the 
world of journalism, according to 
public figures or officials, is that 
they are often misquoted whether a 
tape recorder or notes are utilized. 
Hence, such a charge, in my view, 
might serve as an act of 
anachronism, although sometimes 
the charge is quite valid. 

So what are you going to do? 
Will you permit the Senate to pass 
a law abridging the freedom of 
your right to know? Remember, it 
is the principles behind this matter, 
not the issues

Many people are interested in 
whale conservation, but 
understandably feel that there is |:i- 
tle they can do. After all, why 
would Japan or the USSR listen to 
the appeals of US residents to 
abide by a 10-year moratorium on 
whaling for the depleted species to 
recover? 

However, the people of the Sac- 
ramento area actually can do more 
to save the whales than almost 
anyone else in the US. 
Congressman Robert Leggett, who 
represents much of this area in the 
House of Representatives, now 
chairs the committee which is hold- 
ing hearings this month on the 
Marine Mamma! Protection Act. 

Designed to protect whales, 
porpoises, sea lions, the act is 
under attack by commercial ex- 
ploiters of marine mammals. Will 
Leggett allow them another ex- 
emption from the law, which re- 
quires them to stop drowning por- 
poses? Although approximately 
200,000 porpoises are killed by the 
domestic tuna industry incidental 
to their fishing, the law requires 
otherwise. Will Leggett require an 
embargo on the import of products 
from whaling industries? Such 
economic sanctions, rather than 
placards, would be effective.

Variety--trade publication looking dull

If you can’t read this headline: 
“Cuckoo’ Maybe (sic) Chi Fest 
Preem,” then it’s obvious you're 
not a regular subscriber to Variety. 
Anyone in the business will tell you 
it means that Jack Nicholson’s new 
movie, One Flew Over the Cuc- 
koo’s Nest will premiere next 
month at the Chicago film festival. 


Variety, of course, is the weekly | 


newspaper that serves as ‘house 
organ for the entertainment ndus- 
try. If you ever want to see the 
monthly ranking of the top fifty 
grossing films (pun intended), or 
find out the number of films 
presently in production and which 
stars are involved therein, this is 
the newspaper for you —- if only 
you could read it. Variety is loaded 
with juicy trivia concerning show 
business and your favorite stars, 
yet it’s almost impossible to read. 


In spite of its glittery headlines 
and its glossy reputation, Variety is 
actually a very dry newspaper, 
much like the Wall Street Journal.

It’s full of statistics describing how 
much money the entertainment in- 


dustry is making at the moment 
(indeed, it even contains the 
Arrusement Stock Quotations). In 
an effort to save space and main- 
tain an aura of Hollywood hip, the 
newspaper has developed its own 
slangy shorthand. Thus this report 
on “tix” (ticket) sales for Love and 
Death: “Woody in Czarland finds 
commanding 312,000 in second 
frame (week) at $5 palaces after 
whopping 473,196 the week before 
from ditto.” 


Gossip columns also punch up 
the paper and keep the readers 
from falling asleep while reading 
the box office receipts from the 
Roxy theater in Trenton, N.J. Still 
the gossip tends more toward sim- 
ple name-dropping than to hard- 
core gossip. Otherwise how do you 
explain such exciting features as 
N.Y. to L.A., which is a list of all 
the celebrities who've happened to 
sky in from the East (if that isn’t 
enough there’s also L.A. to N.Y. 
and U.S. to Europe and vice cersa). 


“International 
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Soundtrack” 


and “New York Soundtrack” are 
two columns that will tell you 
almost everything that’s going on 
in the industry at any given 
moment, including the size of the 
publicity budget for Liza Minelli’s 
new movie, Lucky Lady (bigger 
than the Great Gatsby's). “Literati” 
contains tidbits from the publish- 
ing world, and “Deauville 
Dingdong” sends its regards from 
the Riviera. 


Variety alsc contains a number 
of curiosities. Full page ads are 
often placed by directors publicly 
congratulating their film crews. 
Out-of-work actors often place ads 
to show that they’re still alive. And 
then there’s the ads for the soon-to- 
be-released movies. Even the 
obituaries in Variety have an 


appeal. 


Still, the main reason for alMhe 
jive-talkin’ is to alienate your 
average movie magazine reader. 
Variety is a trade paper not 
intended for the genezal public. As 
such, it holds a unique position 
apart from other gossip magazines. 
Too bad no one at Variety realizes 
this criticism of the industry 
tends to be faint; praise is lavish. 
Too often the thinking at Variety 
resembles that of the old 
Hollywood “we don’t care what 
anyone says, Rooster Cegburn is 
an important film.”

Travel tips

California State University and 
Colleges offer students a chance to 
travel through International 
Programs (IP), a st?‘e~vide system 
which allows students io attend an 
institution of higher learning in a 
foreign country for one academic 
year 

Any student enrolled at a CSU 
or CSC campus is eligible to apply. 
Applicants must meet the IP re- 
quirements of having attained 
upper division or graduate status, 
earned an overall minimum grade 
point average of 2.5 and have suf- 
ficient knolwedge of the language 
of the country where the applicant 
will be studying 

While studying at a host univer- 
sity, students must carry a full 
course load and almost all of the 
coursework is on the upper 
division level. The students retain 
their official enrollment with their 
home campus and_ receive 
residence credit. 

A resident director at the host 
university advises IP students on 
which units, and how many, are 
transferable to their home campus. 
Units that can be transfered 
depend on the student's major and 
the number of degree requirements 
s/he has fulfilled. 

Transportation to the foreign 
study centers is arranged by IP. 
Students must make their own 
return transportation § ar- 
rangements but IP overseas staff 
will provide assistance. 

Housing depends on _ what 
country the student will be study- 
mg m.4n some cases, IP has dor- 
mitory housing. Students may also 
live with a family or in a boarding 
house. In all cases, IP attempts to 
find the best possible housing for 
the least cost. : 

The State of California pays for 
the administrative costs of IP and 
for the tuition and other instruc- 
tional expenses of the students 
overseas. Students must pay for the 
same items overseas that they 
would pay for at their home cam- 
pus — room and board, home cam- 
pus fees, books and personal ex- 
penses. 

Any student interested in IP can 
get a copy of the IP general catalog 
of courses and a Student Par- 
ticipant Report on the social and 
cultural aspects of life in various 
foreign countries in Adm. 250 
between the hours of 8-12 and 1-5.
